"These supplies were sent in re- 


sponse to a letter received from Cap- 
tain Geo. B. Donavin, Quartermaster 
of the Fourth Ohio, on Saturday even- 
ing, telling what the boys needed, and. 
seeded quickly. 
Hearing that four 


nurses, with hospital supplies would 
toe sent from Columbus, to go directly 
to the regiment, leaving New York 
Wednesday noon, September 28th, the 
friends of the Delaware boys felt that 
these supplies ought to be sent in 
care of the nurses, insuring a quick 
and sure delivery. Each city and 
town where the Fourth is represented, 
was notified by telephone, and a hur- 
j-leQ request for funds from friends of 
the boys met with a liberal response.
